Shaw is Ordered to Stand Trial 
Charge of Plotting Conspiracy 


CLAY L. SHAW 


' 
NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 
Clay L, Shaw, a wealthy retired 
business executive, was ordered 
Friday to 
stand 
trial 
on 
a 
charge of conspiring to murder 
President John F. Kennedy. The 
ruling followed a four-day pre­ 
liminary hearing requested by 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison. 
A three-judge Criminal Dist. 
Court panel ruled unanimously 
that 
Garrison 
had 
presented 
sufficient, evidence to w arrant a 
trial for Shaw. 
The highlight of the hearing 
was Perry R. Russo’s testimony 
that he had heard Shaw, Lee 
Harvey Oswald and David W. 
Ferric plotting in September, 
1963 to assassinate Kennedy. 
The W arren Commission re­ 
port, which said Oswald had 
acted alone in the assassination 
of Kennedy, was not admitted 
as evidence after Judge Ber­ 
nard 
Bagert 
said 
it 
was 
“fraught with hearsay.” 
• • • 
Shaw, rugged and erect at 54, 
sat smoking im passively when 
the decision was announced. His 
lined face was haggard. 
Judge Bagert said Garrison 
had 
presented 
sufficient 
evi­ 
dence “to justify bringing into 
play further steps of the Crimi­ 
nal Court.” 
Shaw rem ains free on $10,000 
bond. Garrison arrested him on 
m urder 
conspiracy 
charges 


March 1. A decorated World 
War II Army major, Shaw re­ 
tired in October, 1955, as man­ 
aging director of the Interna­ 
tional Trade Mart here. 
Friday’s decision came exact­ 
ly one month after the first dis­ 
closure that Garrison was prob­ 
ing the Kennedy assassination. 
The 
pipe-smoking 
prosecutor 
said he had launched the inves­ 
tigation last October. 
Shaw 
called 
Garrison's 
charge “fantastic” and denied 
having had any part in a conspi­ 
racy. U.S. Atty. Gen. Ramsay 
Clark said the FBI had cleared 
Shaw' of any link to the Kennedy 
assassination. 
“I did not know Harvey Lee 
Oswald (sic) nor to 'the best of 
my knowledge do I know anyone 
who knew’ him,” Shaw 
said 
March 2. “I am completely in­ 
nocent of any such charges.” 
• * * 
Defense 
attorney 
William 
Wegmann asked the judges Fri­ 
day to take their time in in issu­ 
ing a ruling in the final argu­ 
ments. 
“The reasonable doubt doesn't 


go to the state, it goes to the 
defendant," said Wegmann. 
“I say the only worthy thing 
of Russo’s testimony is that he 
knew David Ferric and feared 
his 
intelligence...this 
man 
(Shaw) is entitled to have the 
stigma removed from him. 
“What they’ve put in, 
what 
they’ve got at this hearing, it 
might warrant future investiga­ 
tion by CO'rape tent authorities,” 
he continued, “but it doesn't 
warrant holding this man. 
“The state has six years to 
prove this case. With a stroke of 
the pen we can be back in here. 
“What’s 
been 
presented 
is 
interesting. It’s provoking. 
“It is not proof.” 
In rebuttal. Asst. Atty. James 
Alcoek said only: “The State of 
Louisiana has put forth before 
the court enough evidence to tip 
the scales, enough evidence to 
hold this man.”

To the Editor: I read with much interest 
your front page article of March 13, entitled 
“ Space Over Pottstown Crowded with Air­ 
planes” . 
There are a few* statem ents made in the 
article which I feel I must comment on: 
Onto about 5 percent of the planes ap­ 
proaching the Philadelphia airport fly over 
the visual omnirange near the Lim erick air­ 
port. rath er than “ all planes” as the article 
stated. Only aircraft departing Philadelphia 
under IFR (Instrum ent Flight R ules) and 
having northwesterly destinations are routed 
via the Pottstown radio facility. 
Should midair collision occur, which is 
extrem ely 
rare, 
it 
is 
usually because 
a. 
larger and faster aircraft overtakes a sm all 
airplane, according to the Civil Aeronautics 
hoard, vdiich could hardlv be the fault of the 
small plane pilot, as the author suggests. 
This article failed to mention that th rtre 
is no legal way. according to Federal avia­ 
tion regulation*, that a non radio equipped 
airplane could flv within a holding partera 
at a n v altitude during instrument w eather. 
Since the holding pattern near Pottstown is 
used only during instrum ent weather, the 
problem simply does not exist.

In his opinion, for 
exam ple, the top political bu­ 
reau of the Communist party of 
Venezuela — which follows Mos­ 
cow’s leadership — is m ade up 
of defeatists and “ a group of 
theorizing charlatans.” 
C astro’s cry of pain cam e in 
one of his m arathon speech;?*, 
this one from the steps of H ava­ 
na University this week at cere­ 
monies m arking the KKh anni­ 
versary’ of Castro's assault on 
the Cuban, presidential palace, a 
milestone in his successful revo­ 
lution. 
The speech dealt with Venezu­ 
ela and events revolving about 
the assassination this month of 
Dr.

John 10:17-18. 
By R. H. R A M SEY 
TO D A Y'S lesson deals with 
the most significant 24 hours 
In human history. Theologians 
have called the death of Christ 
•the center of all the history of 
mankind; Old Testament sacri­ 
fices and prophecies point to 
this day; here God proves His 
abiding love for men; Christ 
came for this day, for this sac­ 
rifice by which mankind is rec­ 
onciled to God. forever. 
The assigned acripturo opens 
with a brief account of Judas' 
Passover eve conspiracy to be­ 
tray Jesus. That Judas Initiated 
the betrayal Is obvious, for It 
was he who approached Christ's 
enemies. The unholy pact was 
concluded and. Judas returned 
to our Lord... 
The followfhg day Christ or­ 
dered the arrangements made 
for a qu^et, private celebration 
of the Passover. The sending of 
the disciples to prepare the up­ 
per room is similar to His send­ 
ing two disciples to secure the 
donkey which He rode into the 
City. 
The owner of the house was 
apparently not surprised at the 
disciples’ request, for all was 
ready for the Master. 
The eventa in the upper room 
are so familiar to Christians 
that ws need but dwell upon 
'them, 'briefly. Christ knew He 
was about to die,, and knew that 
It was necessary for Him to die. 
and took life'a simplest symbol* 
to express that death figura­ 
tively: the broken bread and 
the cup of wine. 
Just as the Passover was es­ 
tablished as an annual calling 
to ¡mind of redemption from the 
bondage of Egypt, so the E u ­ 
charist was established as a 
continual reminder of Him who 
redeemed men from the bond­ 
age of sin. 
At the table He made several 
pronouncements, 
any one of I 
which should have given the1 
disc i pie* pause. He announced 
His betrayal by Judas, rebuked 
the disciples 
for their petty 
squabbling over who would be 
the greatest in the Kingdom 
and told them of the places they 
would occupy there. 
He told Peter of Ms coming 
denial, not once 'but three times.
